“4 double-minded man is unstable in all his ways. Cleanse 
your hands, ye sinners ; purify your hearts, ye double-minded.” 
James, 1. 8. and 4. 8. 

A double-minced person is not a steadfast, but a changes 
ble ene, who runneth into many extremes, & is carried about 
w'th every wind of doctrine. Such people as are addicted 
to these things, are disciples, or pretend to be, with all de- 
nominations and sects of people. They are such Latitudin- 
arians as to say yes, yes, to all sentiments and opinions, as if 
they were disciples of all. Such have no opinion of their 
own and like a Vane, will turn round with every wind ; of 
else are so indiflerent in the defence of their own opinions, 
as to do violence to their own understandings, by a base 
conformity to what they in heart believe to be wrong. 
Such had ought to hearken to the instructions of St. Paul, 
“'That we henceforth be no more children, tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine; but 
speaking the truth in love, m-y grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ.’ And further he saith, 
“famine yourselves whether ye be in the faith; prove 
you: own selves.” 

The scripture has made self-examimation a duty; there- 
fore the omission of it must be an evil; and a hindrance to 
the purification of the unstable and double-minded. But 
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some may fear to enter seriously and closely into this duty, 
lest thev should be found too far in the rear.—Li ce a mer- 
chant. who suspects himself a bankrupt, and will not exam- 
ye his aflairs, lest he should should find it true. Some may 
neglect this duty out of a yain and presumptuous confidence, 
fhat all things are well, and that they have no need to en- 
sire into their state. O hers may be too indolent and for- 
ceiful, to call themselves to a strict account respecting their 
state and progress in grace. While some may be so delu- 
ded with antemonian dreams. as to think ali this to be mere 
servility, and inconsistent with gospel liberty. 

But however, so plain a duty may be neglected by the 
double-minded ; those, who are guilty of it, will be found 
wanting in the ballance of truth. They might becoine em- 
nent for prety; but instead of this, it 1s to be feared, many 
of them will never realize their state, until the light of eter- 
nity forces them to feel it. But it would be infinitely bet- 
ter to know now that if they find themselves deceived, they 
may have an opportunity to escape the dece tion, and be- 
come the disciples of truth. Enter upon it therefore, ye 
double-minded, considering the danger of deli:y; the duty is 
of importance, and endeavor to know daily, the state of 
your afflictions towards God, and whether ~ou are advan- 
cing or declining in the right ways of the Lord. Without 
this you will find it difficult, if not impossible to grow 1a grace, 
and the knowledge of the truth; and meet death with the 
courage of an assured conquerer. 

These things can be of no small importance to a believer. 
The more he knows of God here, the more intimate he is 
with holiness, and swith the bible descriptions of the heay- 
enly state; the more happy will he be here on earth, and 
the more glorious in heaven. Hoe may also be like a scribe 
structed into the kingdom of God, and be able to bring 
out of the rich treasure of his word, things new and old, for 
the instruction and salvation of others.
